THE WAR IN FRANCAKH.
Uue foal issue of the war between Germany
and Prance continues to be involved in doubt,
notwith-tanding the immense military supe-
riority of the invaders. In any ordinavy
contest the hard blows already dealt by the
Germnus wonld have congnered a peace, But
they Liave to encounter the double diffienlty
avising from the sbsence of a regular govern-
wient with which to treat, and from their de-

termination to exact conditions which
are to the last degree distasteful to
the I'rench people. The latter
seemr fo be as determined to retain, or

rather to regain, Alsace and Lorraine as the
Gerwans are to permanently possess thesas
coveted provinees, and both combatants are
resolved to snbmit this issue solely to the
arbitrament of arms. The I'rench will no
more listen to reason or argument ou this
guestion than the people of the loyal States
would to propositions for a surrender ol
natioual territory to the Rebellion. Whan
they arc told that the Prussian force is over-
whelming, they answer that it will not con-
tinue to be so after their new recrnits are

drilled. When they are admonished that the
invaders now  actually oceupy the
disputed territory, and that it is

wadness to attempt to drive them oul, they
answer that they will nevertheless aneceesd in
recomplishing this diffienlt task, and that
their trinmph is & mere question of time,
When they are warned that their capital must
fall, they answer that the Prussians are una-
bie to capture it, but that even if this terri-
ble disaster follows on the heels of Weissen-
burg, Gravelotte, and Sedan, they will still
stroggle on; that a large portion of their
nationalstrength in men and money is concen-
trated in Southwestern France, which will
prolong the contest in spite of all disconrage-
ments; and that, as the [English
were criven from their country after
occupying portions of it for hundreds of
years, they will drive out the Germans,
Sooner or later, they contend, the tide of battle
will turn, They claim that they have hun-
dreds of thousands of men constantly drilling
inside of the walls of Paris, and many more
taking lessons in soldiership outside of the
confines of that c¢ity; that time tells in their
favor; that a hostile population becomes
every day more effective in harassing the
commuuications of the invaders: and that if
they can but win one brilliant vietory, it will
arouse an electric enthusiasm fatal to the
Prossian army.

(Ou the other hand, the Ger-
wans are apparently proceeding in their
investent of Pavis with the same regu-
lavity and activity they have digplayed in their
previous operations. They count confidently
upon the speedy fall of the powerful capital,
and they seem to anticipate that after its cap-
tiuve eftective resistance against such terms
as they may choose to impose will be impos-
sible,

Camnouns, bombs, needle-guns, chassepots,
wiitraillenses, infernal machines, starvation,
wisery, Lloodshed, death, must decide this
stern debate; but how it will terminate re-
wains scarcely less of a mystery than when
the first guns were fired at Saarbrucken,

ALRREST OF LYONS AND MASON.
Iris reported that Ned Lyons, alias Land-
man, the Navy Yard burglar, with Georga
Mason, the burglar whose bail was declaved
_ forfeited a few days ago, and another
ewinent professor of the art of burglary, have
been captured at Warsaw, New York, Lyons
is Leld in Warsaw on several charges, and
there is a strong probability that he will be
convicted and sentenced to a long termi of
imprisonment before our courls can have an
opportunity to investigate his case. If it
cnn be o managed that he and Mason will
be sentenced upon a variety of counts both
bere and in Warsaw, the pauablic will
have canse for congratulation. These
wen are known to be among the most expart
and daring burglars in the country, and their
operations, both here and in New York State,
were but episodes of a regular professional
tour which they were waking, If they can
be safely locked up in a penitentiary nnder
sentences that will detain them fora long
series of years, a blow of the most decided
character will be intlicted upon the organiza-
tion of the gang to which they belong. This
gang is now an object of terror to bank ofti-
¢ers, merchants, and all who have valuable
personal property, and the officers of the law
owe it to themselves and to the publie to leave
nothing undone that will aid in putting thesa
two ringleaders where they will not be able
avy longer to inflict (injury upon the honest
portion of the community.

We understand that the identification of
Lyons was due to the exertions of Recorder
Givin, who has spared no palns or expense to
remedy, as far as possible, the serions wis-
take he committed in releasing the thief upon
straw bail.

1 Ap«
peared at each meoeting with my papers, creden-
tial, and witnesses, some gixty In number.

After the adoption by the Exgecative L'nmmltree of
the regolutlon reconvening the convention, 1 pro-
posed to Mr, O'Neill to pequicsce (n the declsion and
meet In the conveniion with his delegates, pledg-
fog myself that it he shonld recelve the nominstion
I would heartlly endoese and sopport him, This
he positive'y refased to do,

In compliance with the decision of the State Exe-
cutive Commiteee, the conventlion reassembled on
Tuesday, Septomby r 13, when I recelved the nom!-
nation n second time, having recelved 44 ou: of 65
votes,

In the meantime, fearing that the State Executive
Committen was not wholly o Mr. O'Nelll's interensts,
influence hed been brought to bear upon Mr. Qovode
to repudiate the Executive Committes and appoint
one which was wholly at the service of Mr. O'Neitl.
Through the trickery, duplicity, and treachery of
hounest (7) Jelin Covode thie was done, and a cou-
mitter, congisting of Mahlon H. IMckinson (Chief
Comuilesioner of Highwayvs, Chalrmanp, John E,
Addicks (Health Omeer), William B Leeds (Collec-
tor of Internal HRevepue, Svcond wylistrior, and

nominee for Sherl), Penoypacker, of Chester,
Horutiy  Gates Jones, Garrettdon of Schuoyikill, |
and Ewings of Allegheny.
